They Nail up Their House 


and Hang Themselves 


HOUBLE SUICIDE.

When they 
became fully aware of this state of 
affairs, they decided to die together, 
and spent Sunday and (Monday in 
preparing for death. They nailed up 
the doors and windows, and the two

preparation, 
drove spikes 


on either s;de of the casement of the 
folding doors, adjusted small hempen 
cords about their necks, and kicking 
from beneath their ieet the books, 
piled on ottomans and chairs, quietly 
strangled to death. The younger

Nena, 
who is a 
dwarf, 


remained 
in 
the 
mean- 


time 
in 
an 
upper 
chamber, 


and although the deed was done at 
about 6 o'clock Monday night she 
first gave the warning at 9 o'clock and 
the. todies were not cut down till 
midnight. 
It was with the greatest 


difficulty that she could be induced 
to tell her story and she told it in so 
disconnected and rambling a way that 
its accuracy is 'Oven now doubt- 
ed. 'She is in a state bordering 
on insanity. In her chamber was 
found a sharpened razor and a slip 
of paper ou which was written, ""We 
must nail up the doors." 
The 


trio have always been regarded as 
erratic aad although nothing has been 
known against their character, they 
have been kno (7n to hold noisy and 
disturbing midnight orgies that are 
now regarded as evidence of long 
standing insanity.

DOUBLE SUICIDE. 


Chicago, July 22.—A distressing 
and mysterious 'double suicide oc- 
curred last night at Hyde Park, in 
the southern suburbs of this city, the 
particulars of which only trans- 
pired early this morning.

sisters

Elizabeth 
Anna and Nora Trowbridge, aged 
respectively 43, 40 and 30 years, have 
been living for many years in good 
style in that town upon revenues de- 
rived from an estate left them by their 
mother. 
Recently 
their

succeeded in getting

away, and 
has left them penniless. When they 
became fully aware of this state of 
affairs, they decided to die together, 
and spent Sunday and Mond^ay in 
preparing for death. They nailed up 
the doors and windows, and the two 
eldest 
sisters, 
with 
the most 
careful 
preparation, 
drove spikes 
on either s'de of the casement of the 
folding doors, adjusted small hempen 
cords about their necks, and kicking 
from beneath their ieet the books, 
piled on ottomans and chairs, quietly 
strangled to death. The younger 
sister 
Nena, 
who is a dwarf, 
remained 
in 
the 
mean- 
time 
in an 
upper 
chamber, 
and although the deed was done at 
about 6 o'clock Monday night she 
first gave the warning at 9 o'clock and 
the Dodies were not cut down till 
midnight. 
It was with the greatest 
difficulty that she could be induced 
to tell her story and she told it in so 
disconnected and rambling a wav that 
its accuracy is even now doubt- 
ed. 
She is in a state bordering 
on insanity. In her chamber was 
found a sharpened razor and a slip 
of paper on which was written, "We 
must nail up the doors." The 
trio have always been regarded as 
erratic and although nothing has been 
known against their character, they 
have been knoivn to hold noisy and 
disturbing midnight orgies that are 
now regarded as evidence of long 
standing insanity.

additional tax.

if erected in this city, will afford no 
revenue toward paying the principal 
or interest. The friends of 
water 
works, on the contrary, believe that 
the revenue from the works will pay 
the running expenses, meet the inter- 
ost on the bonds, and eventually af- 
ford a sinking fund for the extin- 
guishment of the principal, and there- 
fore, that the increase taxation occa- 
sioned by their erection will not be 
permanent. 


The 
only 
way 
in 
which 
an 
opinion 
can 
be 
intelligently 
formed is by 
the 
results in 
oth- 
er cities. 
In order to afford some data 
for the formation of conclusions upon 
this]snbject, the SENTTKEIi has obtained 
some statistics from official reports, 
showing the cost of works, miles of 
pipe, water rents and expenses in a 
number of cities, together with the 
estimated population of those cities. 
The nearest dollars are taken, leaving 
oflF the cents. 


The disparity in results, especially 
as to receipts, in cities of similar pop- 
ulation, may be attributed in many 
cases to difference in the age of works. 
The comparative cost in most or all of 
the works named is largely in excess 
of the estimated cost of the works in 
this city—a very important factor in 
ths case and in the measure of per- 
centage of net earnings in reducing 
interest.

Miscellaneous Railroad Xotes. 


r O R T 
VTAYNK

The ^cheater Sentinel of this week 
contains the following from W. H. 
Jones, of this city: 
To the Editor of the Rochester Sentinel: 


Fort Wayne, July 14,1879.—While 
in the main obliged to you for the 
matter of your editTrial in last Satur- 
day's paper, entitled "A New Rail- 
road Scheme," I feel it to be due to 
the citizens of Fort Wayne that they 
should be set right in some matters 
about which you seem to misunder- 
stand them. They have not been, as 
you say, hitherto indifferent about 
railroad connection with the rich dis- 
tricts of country west of us, between 
the Wabash River and the Pittsburgh, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago Railroad. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
they 
were 
mainly 
instrumental 
in 
causing 
a 
line 
to be surveyed on 
the 
route 
as 
far 
west 
as 
Roches- 
ter, more than twenty years ago. 
At 
the time of that survey, however, 
railroad building was a very formidable 
thing, a capital of not less than $3,000,- 
000 being then deemed requisite for 
building a road of the standard gauge 
across the state, as against about one- 
tenth of that amount for a narrow 
gauge road across it at present. 
Nor 
has this great difference in cost of 
construction and equipment been the 
only check upon the wish of our peo- 
ple to build this road. 
Unfortunate- 
ly for them, they some years ago 
took upon them the whole burden of 
railroad building in Allen county, and 
to-day bear a burden of more than 
$400,000 of city debt contracted for 
railroad building in the county, and, 
while the county 
at 
large col- 
lected 
an aggregate 
railroad 
tax 
of $27,762.68 in 1879, the city real- 
ized but $5,483.94 from the same, 
while of this last named sum only 
$360.35 was derived from the four 
roads for which her large bonded debt 
of $400,000 had been contracted. Un- 
der these circumstances it is not 
strange that our city should be a lit- 
tle alow about entering upon further 
enterprises for railroad building. 
In 
fact, it may be assumed that she will 
not further burden herself for the 
benefit of the county at large. 
Even 
if our city had been willing to go fur- 
ther, it would probably have been un- 
availing, as a further material increase 
of her debt, would probably have so 
depreciated her bonds as to make them 
hardly saleable. 


There is, however, reason to believe 
that while our city can do nothing 
more for railroad building, the county 
may be relied on for doing what may 
be required for the construction of the 
road west, through Rochester to the 
state line. 
A county vote for a sub- 
sidy of $200,000, in aid of three new 
roads, viz; One through Rochester to 
the Illinois line; one to Terre Haute, 
and 
one 
to South Bend, would be 
about $5,000 each 
for the nineteen 
townships outside of Wayne, while 
the balance of the amount would fall 
upon the city and Wayne township, 
and such a vote there is strong reason 
for believing could be secured for the 
three roads above named.

That Sunday Excursion From 
liafayette to Fort Wayne. 


The Homeward Ride—A Series of Run- 
ning Fights. 


Last evening's Lafayette Courier 
dishes up the Sunday excursion in the 
following lively style: 


The better class of our citizens are, 
as a general thing, emphatically op- 
posed te Sunday excursions of any 
sort. 
The dii^raceful 
fights 
and 
drunken debauches which have come 
to be regarded as incident to them have 
been too frequently illustrated upon 
our streets to bring them into high 
favor. The excursion to Fort Wayne, 
however, promised to be of a different 
stripe. It was given under the broad 
endorsement of the Bluo Ribbon Club, 
a sufficient guarantee 
of respect- 
abdlity and order to fill the 
six 
coaches which left the depot yester- 
day morning with a goodly number 
of our best people, a large percent of 
the crowd being composed of ladies 
and children. Thus far all waslovely. 


The bummer element had been sac 
cesafolly excluded, bat at the first 
station 
the 
trouble 
commenced. 
Scores of farm hands, mainly city 
roughs, who make their annual mi- 
§ration to the country in the fall, 


ush with harvest money and intent 
on having a day, if not a night of it, 
boarded the train. When it arrived at 
2 o'clock in Fort Wayne these fellows 
struck a bee-line for the back door of the 
nearsst saloon, while the good people 
of Lafayette proceeded to the temper- 
ance meeting conducted by Mace Long. 
The exercises were highly interesting 
and the audience magnificent. In the 
meantime the Wabash, Peru and Hun 
tineton roosters, pretty well charged 
with electricity in the shape of New 
Jersey lightning and Fert Wayne 
tanglefoot, which is reputed to be the 
most demoralizing whiskey in the 
state, were conducting themselves in 
a shocking manner, and the knowing 
ones 
prophesied 
trouble 
ahead. 
Many of those accompanied by ladies 
or who had brought their families 
with them, seeing how matters stood, 
quietly left tiie cars and returned on 
tne regular morning train. The home- 
ward ride was but a series of run- 
ning fights. Many of the combatants 
were severely clawed, and one man 
received an ugly gash on the head.

STAMP 
SWINDLE. 


A Very Transparent Fraud 
Upon the Public. 


That Old Story Aboot "an Invalid Girl in 
Boston." 


The South Bend Tribune is respon- 
sible for the following brief notice: 


Mrs. Molloy is anxious to get all 
the cancelled postage stamps possible, 
and gathers them in every town she 
visits. They are for an invalid girl 
in Boston, who will get $200 for them 
when she has gathered a million, 
and 
this 
.$200 
will 
get 
her 
a 
permanent 
bed in a hospital. 
Her friends have already gathered 
and sent her over 500,000. It will 
be but little trouble for our business 
men to tear these stamps from their 
letters and throw them into a box. 
Mrs. Molloy will be glad to call and 
get them. 


There 
is no 
doubt 
that 
Mrs. 
Molloy will be very glad 
indeed 
to get them. The Tribune is uncon- 
sciously aiding to perpetrate a swin- 
dle on the 
government, and one 
which 
is 
as 
notorious 
as any 
swindling 
dod^e 
ever 
brought 
before the 
public. Has the Trib- 
une ever reflected or 
thought for 
a moment of what possible use a mil- 
lion cancelled postage stamps would 
be to an invalid girl in Boston or any 
body else? 
To what 
legitimate use 
could that number of stamps be put 
to render the buyer at $200 value re- 
ceived for the investment? 
There is 
no doubt an invalid girl in Boston, 
who could b u y a permanent bed in a 
hospital fo^the sumjof $200, but it is 
extremely improbable that the collec- 
tion of postage , stamps will ever be 
put to that use. The fact of the mat- 
ter is wmply this, that there has never 
been a cancelling ink invented which 
could not be entirely effaced by some 
chemical preparation, and that out of 
a million or more postage stamps there 
are a vast number which are so ineffi- 
ciently cancelled that the mark can 
be easily removed without injuring 
the original of the stamp. 
A little 
mucilage and a brush completes the 
job and a new stamp is made out of 
the old one and the United States 
treasury is defrauded out of exactly 
three cents for every stamp thus 
transformed. At least 33 J of the stamps 
thus collected can be restored, which 
would produce from 1,000,000 stamps 
collected the comfortable sum of $10,- 
000. Any person could easily see that 
it would be a great deal easier for a 
benevolent party to donate $200 to 
the invalid than 
to send 
agents 
throughout the country at an expense 
of probably $500 to collect cancelled 
postage stamps, and the S E N T I N E L can 
not help being surprised at the Trib- 
unt^s countenancing the scheme by a 
favorable editorial 
notice, such as 
given above. 
If Mrs. Molloy will 
come to Fort Wayne she will meet 
with a warm reception.

A BAD MOVE. 


The Murray Foundry to be 
Transplanted to Lafayette. 


What Mr. Murray Said to a 
"Sentinel" Reporter. 


A rumor has been in circulation for 
the past few days that Kerr Murray 
was about to remove his extensive 
shops and foundry to Lafayette. A 
SENTINEL reporter waited upon Mr. 
Murray at his place of business and 
found him busily engaged. 
The re- 
porter stated the object of his visit 
and Mr. Murray expressed his willing- 
ness to talk. 
In answer to questions 
asked by the reporter Mr. Murray 
stated that he would move his works 
to the Purdue Agricultural Works 
at Lafayette, which have been lying 
idle for some time. He stated that 
the arrangements have all been made, 
and all that was lacking was to 
have the papers signed. It would 
probably 
take 
about 
thirty 
days 
tor the transfers to be made, 
as the works at present were in 
th« hands of heirs, and th« papers 


would therefore have to pass through 
the courts. Mr. Murray stated that 
the prime motive for his removal from 
here was that he could not get the 
ground here to locate his shops per« 
manently without payine at least four 
prices, although he had made every 
•fibrt to do so. He said he could not 
understand why it was that the city 
donated $45,000 to the Wabash rail- 
road company and $15,000 to the Muc 
«ie railroad for the purpose of having 
them locate their shops at this point, 
while he employed at times as many 
hands as either of them, he was olv 
liged to pay taxes to help build them, 
and yet could not get ground enough 
to put his own works on without pay- 
ing four prices. He did »ot ask the 
city to build his shops, but he could 
not help to build shops for others and 
then be unable to get ground up>on 
which to build his own. Mr. Murray said 
that he expected to have part of the 
works running at Lafayette in about 
sixty days, although he would not 
have his entire works moved in that 
time. A large number of his present 
workmen wifl accompany him to La- 
fayette.

"First-rate; I never suspected any- 
thing and had entire confidence in 
her. I attended to tbe manufactur- 
ing of cigars, and ehe attended to the 
store, and everything seemed to go 
well until six weeks ago last Friday, 
June 6th,fwhen she ran away to Fort 
Wayne with the barber Murman." 


Q. "Did she take your money trith 


he?" A. "Yes; she just ruined me; 
I had so much confidence in her that 
I didn't keep watch of things; I told 
her to pay the bills as they came in 
and supposed she did; but when she 
went away and took all the money in 
the store but 87 cents, I found the 
bills hadn't been paid, and my cred- 
itors closed in on me and took every- 
thing I had."

A. "I am not doing 
much of anything; I'm just staying 
there awhile." 


Then Mr. Monroe, rather sadly re- 


marking that he would like to have 
something said to vindicate himself— 
to show how he happened to get left 
and couldn'tpay hia debts—withdrew, 
and the r. e. quietly closed the door,
